• A PLAN FOR student accident 
and sickness insurance was out- 
lined before the Student Council 
March 21 by John Veils, a repre- 
sentative of the Continental Cas- 
ualty Company. 

The plan presented is designed 
to supplement, rathA' than to re- 
place the insurance 7 benefits al- 
ready provided for students by 
the University, said Mr. Velis. 

"Under the plan which Mr. Velis 
presented to the Council each in- 
sured student would receive thirty 
days of hospitalization coverage 
annually, minus the seven days 
already provided by the Univer- 
sity. Maximum daily paymenta to' 
those covered by the plan would 
be *15. 

The program also provides from 
*7 to *225 for surgery fees and 
* miscellaneous expenses. . 

Premiums for the program as 
outlined would be *4.75 per se- 
mester, or *9.50 per nine-month 
school year. 

The Council will consider the 
proposed program in future meet- 
ings. If they decide that it is Ad- 
vantageous. the plan will be 
brouffht to the attention of Uni- 
versity officials
